An illustration is given of a device to 
be used for perforating the felts on a paper-

The device consists of a roller having a 
series of perforating-points projecting from its 
periphery thereof, and arranged to engage the 
felt in its passage through the machine after 
the delivery of the paper web; or, in lieu of 
the roller provided with perforating-points, a 
vibrating bar having series of perforating- 
points, which are rapidly inserted into the ma- 


be employed. 

In this instance the felt-opener is shown as 
applied to a cylinder machine, but it is equ- 
ally available for use on all machines where 
endless felts are employed. 

The perforating-roll, G, is shown under the 
felt C, near the point of its return to the 
couch-roll D, and another similar roll, G, is 
journaled in front of the second press-rolls 
F’. These rollersG are provided on their peri- 
pheries with series of pointed pins ¢, and the 
felts C C are caused to pass over these rollers, 
and in so doing are brought in contact with 
the points of the pins ¢, which pierce the felt 
and open its fibres, so that it is rendered con- 
tinually porous. 


Instead of employing the rollers G, any oth- | 


er means may be used for forcing the pins 
through the felt, For example, the bar H, 
shown in Fig 3, is provided with the pins d, 
and is vibrated by the means of the crank I 
and connecting rod J, so as to cause the 


points of the pins ¢d to puncture the felt at |

In a paper-machine provided with this de- 
vice the frequent removal of the felt aprons is 
said to be avoided, as by being constantly 
punctured by the pins d@ the felt is rendered 
sufficiently porous to permit of the ready es- 
cape of the water extracted from the pulp by 
the pressure of the rolls. 
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The Acid or Bisulphite Processes. 
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(Continued.) 

Just at:the present time the bark ques- 
tion is among the important questions at is- 
sue regarding the preliminary work, but, of 
course, unless confined to one variety no 
strictly chemical process can be adopted that 
will meet all contingencies. It has already 
been shown that treatment with the refuse 
liquors will soften the gummy, resinous mat- 
ters, which upon evaporation and absorption 
tend to cement the bark proper and wood to- 
gether. This method, however, is still open 
to some objections, especially from the ad- 


herents of the combined action of heat, strong | 
acid and long time, it being very inconveni- | 


ent sometimes to handle the wood so many 
times, Again, it has been shown that certain 
seasons of the year at which the timber is cut 
give much better results than others, and the 
best results, thus far, seem to favor cutting 
when the sap is not running, hence precluding 
the possibility of economic peeling at this 
time; but when the wood is to be shipped long 
distances it should be denuded of its bark, even 
at a cost of 5 per cent. 


As regards mechanical treatment there 
Seems to be quite afew desirable appliances, 
but all are open to a very grave objection, 
viz, so much handling, for it will materially 
add to the first cost to seize each individual 
bolt or log, place it in some lathe-like machine 
and turn off the bark, and no matter how au- 
tomatic the cutters may be arranged, much 
time and power must of necessity be con- 
sumed. In such favorable instances when the 
mill is contiguous to a liberal supply of water 
the wood may be soaked until these cement-

it has been shown that the action of no single 
one can be augmented by placing more 
work on another factor, and until this is 
done it will be difficult to state which of the 
many is the primary factor or base. All of 
the various advocates and patentees seek the 
same results, but no two are agreed as to the 
most desirable method of attaining them. Each 
one has established a system of his own and 
honestly believes that system to be the best of 
any. It will not be many years before this 
will be all changed, and out of this perfect 
medley of ideas a better method will be 


| evolved, and possibly so much different from 


any now in use that these processes, as now 
conducted, will «scarcely be recognizable. 
Many of the mysteries that now surround 
them should be cleared up. We have alto- 
gether too much close watching and guarding, 
while foreigners are making the majority of 
improvements. 

Wood pulp seems to be in its infancy, and 
probably in the entire history of the paper in- 
dustry nothing has crowded itself forward into 
such general use, and its sale grows larger and 
larger every month, and therefore if the best 
pulp has not been obtained the future will 
eclipse the past, for experiments have been 
and are being conducted that prove to a nicety 
that better and cheaper results can and will 
follow. It is the only thing that can be relied 
on as being nearly equable in results and cost 
as a substitute for what we all have to concede 
to be the best source of pulp—the rag ; and 
the time is not far distant when ‘‘ Dandy” 
will have to find other topics for his sarcasm, 
for eventually rags will not pay to bother with 
and disinfect. 


If then, as matters stand at present, all are | 
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been separated and only the active principle 
used. This teaches still another lesson, that 
out of the fibrous materials growing sponta- 
neously and in abundance in many sections of 
this country, many of which are mere cum- 
berers of the ground, we have selected very 
few, and not those containing the strongest 
and neatest fibre at that. Of late my atten- 
tion has been called to the use of the bark 
from pulp material, in connection with the 
despised broom-sage in the manufacture of an 
artificial manilla and tissue. I will endeavor to 
answer the questions asked and give the re- 
sults as usual. 


Water as a Motive-Power—The 
Overshot Wheel. 


The overshot wheel is one of the oldest 
and best-known methods of utilizing water as 
a motive-power, and it is a hard matter to 
convince some of the old millers that there is 
anything better at the present time under all 
conditions. That this is an erroneous idea is 
abundantly proved by the many tests that 
have been made with well-constructed tur- 
bines. The overshot wheel, under the most 
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bucket containing the load will stand just 40 
inches forward of the centre, and as the radius 
of the wheel is 72 inches, the weight to the 
power will be as 72 to 40. If we take one 
cubic foot of water, which weighs 62% pounds, 
the power exerted at that point will be equal 
to 34.72 pounds. At two feet descent the dis- 
tance from the centre will be 55 inches, and the 
weight to the power will be as 72 to 55, or 
47.74 pounds. At three feet descent the load 
will be 64 inches from the centre, and the 
weight will then be to the power as 72 to 64, 
or 55.55 pounds. At four feet fall the distance 
from the centre is 70 inches, and the weight to 
the power as 72 to 70, or 60.76 pounds. At 
five feet fall the distance from the centre is 71 
inches, and the weight to the power as 72 to 
71, or 61.33 pounds. At six feet fall the dis- 
tance from the centre is 72 inches, and the 
weight to the power is as 72 to 72, or 62.5 
pounds. 

Now, it would seem that if the sum of all 
these weights (322.9 pounds) were taken we 
should have the whole power exerted upon the 
wheel for one-quarter of a revolution. But 
this would not be correct, as the load is de- 
livered exactly over the centre, and at this 
point exerts no 
power, but in- 
creases in a direct 
proportion from this 
point to the point

anced. This is a condition which we seldom 
find, except the wheel is just put in ; but after- 
ward it becomes water-soaked and lop-sided. 
As one writer remarks: ‘‘It would be very 
difficult to determine what percentage of pow- 
er is actually obtained from it, and it would 
not be safe to calculate the power of sucha 
wheel.”’ 

As I remarked in a tormer article that the 
power of an overshot wheel was simply a ques- 
tion of weight and leverage, it might be well 
to give some idea of the manner in which this 
weight and leverage is obtained. Authors 
who have attempted to enlighten us on that 
subject differ so much in their calculations

that we consider reliable. One author whom 
we consulted gives very elaborate rules for 
calculating the radius, the number of revolu- 
tions, the length and depth of buckets, &c., 
and winds up with gravely informing us “ that 
to calculate the power of the same, multiply 
the weight of the water discharged by the 
height of the fall, and divide the product by 
33,000 ; then multiply this result by the as- 
sumed or determined ratio of effect,” which 
may be more or less, according to fancy.

Again, an overshot wheel can never utilize 
all the head. There is a loss both at the top 
and the bottom, and one foot at the bottom to 
prevent it from running in backwater would 
be a small allowance in that case. In order to 
use a wheel twelve feet in diameter, a fall of at 
least thirteen feet would be required. If we 
take the power of one foot loss and deduct that, 
it will reduce the percentage of power of the 
overshot wheel still more ; and as a turbine 
wheel will utilize every inch of head if proper- 
ly set, it is evident to anyone that under al- 
most all conditions the percentage of power is 
largely in favor of the turbine, besides the tur- 
bine, running at so much greater a speed than 
the overshot, does not require the heavy, cum- 
bersome gearing, and consequently there is a 
great saving in friction and wear and tear of 
the machinery.—C. &. Tompkins in Am,

Hardening Articles Made of Paper 
Stock. 





It has been found to be a matter of 
great importance to waterproof and harden 
hollow and other articles made of paper or 
wood pulp, so as torender them impervious to 
moisture, proof against the action of acids or 
alkalies, and hard enough to be capable of 
sustaining a polish. 

The necessity for such an invention is rén- 
dered greater, as the manufacture of the ar- 
ticles referred to is increasing very rapidly. 
Heretofore attempts have been made to gain 
the designed ends by the use of a mixture of 
which linseed or other oil was a principal ele- 
ment; but the use of such a compound does 
not seem to have fully compassed all the con- 
ditions of the case or to have insured the de- 
sired result. 

A lately patented process is designed to ac- 
complish the desired result by a process 
wherein oil is not used, and whereby a prod- 
uct is obtained peculiarly perfect for, all the 
uses to which it may properly be put. 

For this purpose are melted together paraf- 
fine-wax and resin in varying proportions, 
according to the character of the article. Ifa 
very stiff, firm product is desired more resin is 
In general one part of resin to two of 
paraffine is used. The article to be treated, 
whether it be a pail, flat cardboard, or, in fact, 
anything that can be made of paper stock or 
wood pulp, is dipped in this hot mixture. 
The time of soaking depends on the size of 
the article and the quality of the product de- 
sired. In general the article is thoroughly 
saturated or impregnated with the solution— 
that is, the paper stock or body is soaked full, 
but no excess is left on the surface. This 
treatment is sufficient for many articles, as the 
paper is entirely changed in appearance and 
characteristics. It is rendered much tougher,

that of boiling water its filling may not be

Chicago Notes.

The paper business has kept up well 
during the summer months and the light of 
prosperity is breaking upon it and showing a 
gradual, steady, healthy movement in the 
direction of expansion. Obstacles that at one 
time looked troublesome are ‘gradually pass- 
ing away before the current of returning pros- 
perity. The empty shelves that have been 
allowed to be filled with dust instead of stock 
are now receiving attention, and when the in- 
ventory has been completed it will open the 
eyes of the pushing merchants to a realiza- 
tion of the requirements of the approaching 
times. One thing more than another that 
tends to show the drifting current of business 
is the unanimous sentiment which is going 
the rounds of better times. This is the feeling 
in Chicago, at least, and is generally con- 
curred in by visiting prognosticators. 

The continued drought around Appleton 
and the Northwest caused the government to 
order the mills closed, or to stop drawing water, 
so as to get enough water in the canals to run 
the boats. Streams all over the Northwest 
are said to be lower than known in a great 
many years before. 

W. O. Tyler, assignee of Snider & Hoole, 
has issued a second statement, disclosing an 
error on the part of the bookkeepers in mak- 
ing up a general statement which put into as- 
sets, as accounts receivable, a large amount of 
claims of people in the trade who had offsets 





against the entire amount of the claims, and 
in cases exceeded them. The total amount of 
errors reached nearly $30,000. Under such 
conditions the assignee would not be able to 
pay thirty centS on the dollar as at first antici- 
pated. The amount now supposed to be No, 
1 is only $22,000, which will be placed to the 
account of the creditors, to be divided pro rata. 

Edwin Hoole, the surviving partner, in an 
address to the creditors makes an offer of 
twenty-five cents part cash and secured notes ; 
this he does with the assistance of friends. 

The Chicago Rag and Paper Association, 
that was organized March 15, 1886, with the 
object of perfecting a mutual benefit associa- 
tion, seems to be enjoying all of the privil- 
eges that its short existence could ask. When 
the association was given life it elected for its 
officers Samuel Felsenthal, president, and J. 
Burling, Jr., secretary and treasurer, and 
placed the dues at one dollar per month. Its 
present membership is said to number thirty- 
eight. Heretofore the small dealers have 
been selling their stock to the jobber, but with 
this organization the stock is purchased from 
its members only and sold direct to the mills. 
It is the aim of the association to establish a 
uniform class of rags, thereby insuring a bet- 
ter grade with an advanced price by selling 
direct to the mills. 

The Jeffery Printing Company has been in- 
corporated with a paid-up capital of $150,000 
to carry on a publishing, electrotyping, print- 
ing and engraving business.

Yesterday, Tuesday, August 17, the 
Italian barque Susanna, from Smyrna, with 
1,020 bales of old rags, arrived at this port and 
cast anchor in the upper harbor. The vessel 
was consigned to P. Pastene & Co., and her 
cargo of rags to Iasigi & Co. for a market. 

This is the first arrival of old rags at 
this port since the Treasury circular from 
Washington, issued to Collectors of Customs, 
August 26 ultimo, relative to the entry of old 
rags, and since the published notification from 
the Boston Board of Health under date of 
August 6 of this year, to the effect that ves- 
sels arriving at this port with old rags must 
discharge them at quarantine—a copy of which 
order was published in my letter of last week. 

As soon as it became known in the trade 
that these rags had arrived considerable inter- 
est was manifested, and everybody began to 
ask, ‘‘ What will be dope with them ?” 

The vessel stopped ‘at quarantine station, 
was boarded by the quarantine officer, her 
cargo examined and was allowed to pass. 
The passing through quarantine of a vessel, 
says the late Treasury circular, will be con- 
sidered sufficient evidence that her cargo is 
free from infection, whereupon the Collector 
of Customs will issue a permit to land. 

The customary certificate signed by the 
shippers, which in this case states that the 
rags were gathered in Asia Minor, where no 


contagious disease has prevailed since 186s, 


and shipped from Smyrna by Jacob Balla- 
dur & Co., together with the certificate of the 
United States consul, H. Emmet, officiating 
at Smyrna, were presented to-the quarantine 
officers, and as before stated, the vessel was 
passed and proceeded to the city. 

During the day, however, Iasigi & Co., to 
whom the rags were consigned, received the 
following notice from the Boston Board of 
Health :

Calling at the office of the Board of Health 
for information relative to this matter, I was 
told that the Susanna was no longer in the 
harbor but had left port for Gloucester, and 
was consequently not subject to any regula- 
tions from the Boston Board of Health. At 
the time of that interview the Susanna was 
still in port and may be at this writing, so that 
the office of the Board of Health was not 
fully posted on the whereabouts of those rags. 

I referred to the circular of the Board of 
Health as issued under date of August 6, 
which notified those interested that all old rags 
must hereafter be discharged at quarantine for 
disinfection, and asked why under that ruling 
this cargo of rags was allowed to pass quaran- 
tine and come up to the city?

While the disinfecting company has dis- 
charged its help for the want of something to 
do, the company claims to be ready for busi- 
ness when there is any steaming to be done. 
When the Susanna passed quarantine with 
1,020 bales of old rags aboard the managers 
of the Boston Disinfecting Company began 
to wear a cheerful smile. But there is many 
an outlet between the upper harbor and the 
Charlestown dock, and the Susanna may slip 
through one of them before morning. 

Some little improvement is noted in the pa- 
per-stock market in respect to demand. Im- 
porters, however, are in doubt as to the fu- 
ture, this doubt being occasioned by the un- 
certain conditions surrounding the business

answer. ‘‘ Unfortunately,” writes the clerk 
of the Board of Health, ‘‘ we know of only 
one process now available by which rags can 
be disinfected,” and that is as near as the 
board would come to stating that the Boston 
Disinfecting Company was ready for the work. 

Tke rags, the consignees claim, have not 
yet been entered, but it is decided to enter 
them and then they must go to the steam-

Holyoke Notes.

Hotyoxe, Mass., August 109, 1886. 

After an absence of two weeks from the 
post of duty spent among the pine trees, 
mountains and lakes of Maine, you corre- 
spondent has returned invigorated, rested, 
and the possessor of a healthy appetite, ready 
for another twelve months of active work. 

There seems to be very little change in the 
state of trade, although most of the mills are 
fairly active. Many of the manufacturers are 
still away at mountain or seaside and business 
is left to care for itself till cooler weather 
comes. A fair movement of most kinds of 
goods is reported, without change in prices; 
Fine writings are in fair request, while book 
News is quiet but 
steady, and there is little change in manillas. 
Straw wrappings have undergone no recent 
change, but are in medium demand. The 
month has been rather quiet thus far, with no 
signs of immediate change for the better. 

The paper-stock market has developed 
nothing new, the reigning dullness remains un- 
broken. Prices remain low, and there is very 
little satisfaction in doing business under the 
present circumstances, so say the drummers. 
Both foreign and domestic rags are in the 
same boat. 

The repairs and improvements’ which are 
being made at the Parsons Paper Mill are well 
in hand and good progress is being made. 
The Mount Tom mill, which produces fine 
bond and ledger papers, has received two ad- 
ditions, one twenty-four by forty feet and the 
other twenty-four by thirty-six feet, while the 
north one-story part has been carried up three 
stories, making it correspond in height with 
the remainder of the building. The roof of 

e ‘* Littlke Hampden” mill has been raised 
and each of the four floors has been carried up 
several feet. The wheel-pit and tail-race have 
been lowered and a new Boyden wheel put in 
A new artesian well is being sunk which will 
be 1,000 or more feet deep. 


The taxes paid by the paper companies this 
year amount to $59,612, divided among them

Secretary of the Treasury declared that 
the decision of the quarantine authorities 
would be sufficient, and so the disinfec- 


tion order could not be carried out as; sition.

proposed. The action of the Boston 
Board of Health does not inspire confi 
dence in that body. 


PAPER, as is well known, has_ been 
adopted as a material for boat-building, 
but its use in this direction is likely to be 
carried still further, superseding the em- 
ployment of iron and steel for shipbuild- 
ing. Experiments recently made _ in 
France are said to have demonstrated 
the usefulness of plates of cellulose for 
armoring war vessels, and it is believed 
that this material will in time take the 
place of metal in naval construction. 


THE JOURNAL'S first page illustration 
this week is of a device for opening the 
felts by means of perforating points, fixed 
| on rolls or on a vibrating-bar, the purpose 
being to avoid stoppage of the machine 
for the purpose of frequent changing and 

| washing the felts. The fine openings 
| thus made permit the water from the | 
| paper to drain through the felt. With- | 
out experience of the practical opera- 
| tion of this device we are inclined to be- | 
| lieve that it will be hard on the felts 
| and impair their lasting quality. 





ONE proof of the large field for the | 
| sale of paper which exists in South Ameri- 
ca is to be found in the instance of the 
Argentine Republic. In 1884 that coun- 
try imported from Germany alone $318,- 
459 worth of paper and stationery, and in | 
the same year from the United States | 
about one-third of that quantity, or $112,- 
635 worth, mostly articles of stationery. 
| During the year mentioned there was | 
$12,777 worth of German paper-hangings 
imported into the southern republic, but 
we sent only $3,118 worth. The value of 
paper pure and simple imported from 
Germany during the same period was | 
$175,755, and from the United States 
$16,742. The fact that we were able to 
sell that quantity demonstrates, in our 
opinion, the ability of American paper 
makers to extend their business in that 
market without any extraordinary effort. 
With what we produce we certainly ought | 
to have a larger share of the paper trade 
of South American countries, which are 
large consumers, manufacture little or 
nothing in the way of paper, and are in 
every respect desirable customers. 








IN order to keep pace with other na- 
tions in the publication of import and 
export statistics the German federal gov- 
ernment is issuing preliminary tables 
showing the quantities of goods imported 
and exported, corrected tables showing 
weights and values being prepared later. 
German merchants and manufacturers | 
are asking that the preliminary tables 
shall also show the values, even if only 
approximately correct. We have before 
us complete statistics of the paper and 
paper-stock movement in Germany for | 
the calendar year 1885, from which we 
learn that the German imports of rags 
increased 926 tons, while the exports de- 
creased 10,560 tons. The imports last 
year amounted to 34,039 tons and the ex- 
ports to 34,736 tons. The preliminary 
statistics for the current calendar year 
show that for the first six months the im-* 
ports amounted to only 13,879 tons, 
against 18,887 tons during the corre- | 
sponding period of last year, and that on 
the other hand the exports had increased 
to 19,361 tons, against 18,175 tons in 1885. 
While, therefore, importing 5,008 tons 
less so far this year, the export was 1,186 
tons greater, constituting a diminished 
supply in the six months of 6,194 tons. 











WE have received a full report of the 
proceedings of the first congress of the 
chambers of commerce of the British em- 
pire, which was held at London last week, 
and largely attended by delegates from 
the different commercial bodies of the 
United Kingdom and the British colonies. 
A number of important topics were dis- 
cussed, and among them were : “ Emigra- 
tion,” “ Postal and Telegraphic Reform,” 
the “Silver Question,” “Imperial Fed- 
eration,” &c. The paper on emigration 
dwelt upon the importance of divert- 
ing the current of emigration from 
the United Kingdom to the United States 
and directing it toward the colonies. 
Political as well as commercial reasons 
were advanced in support of this idea, 
and the resulting discussion was, as might 
be supposed, altogether one-sided, the 
congress voting unanimously in favor of 
representing to the imperial government 
the urgent expediency of taking steps to 
carry out this idea. It will take more

In the 
course of the discussion there appeared 
to be the dominant idea ot uniting the 
mother country and its dependencies 
upon one policy, and enough was said to 
indicate that this referred to the subject 
Inasmuch as it cannot be ex- 
pected that the tail shall wag the dog the 


| proposition for federation based on homo- 


geneous principles of commercial policy 
would, if carried out, do away with the 
Canadian and other colonial tariffs and 
make the industries of each of the col- 
onies subordinate to the manufactur- 
ing interests of the United Kingdom, 
or, in the case of Canada, somewhat 
of advantage to manufacturers on our 
side of the line—a difference which would 
be quickly reflected upon the industries 
of our neighbors on our Northern border. 
Upon the silver question the congress 
pronounced strongly in favor of the re- 
monetization of silver, reaffirming what 
is known as the Birmingham resolution 
by a very decided vote. This action was 
taken as expressing the sense of the dele- 
gates that the remonetization of silver 
would act as a partial relief, at least, from 
the depression of trade. In the paper on 


|this subject, Mr. Gibbs, formerly gov- 


ernor of the Bank of England, remarked 
that “the depression of trade is mainly 
due to the continuous fall in prices. 
That fall is obviously attributed to 
many causes, affecting each commodity 
differently; but there is one cause 
affecting all of them, and that is the 
altered position of the money-metal gold 
in the commercial world in relation to 
the commodities which it measures.” Mr. 
Gibbs, therefore, took the ground that 
“appreciation of gold and depreciation of 
commodities are differing expressions of 
the same fact.” We do not pretend to 
financial wisdom and this must be our ex- 
cuse if we fail to find an axiom in this 
declaration. When gold was at its high- 
est point with us prices of commodities 
advanced, and when it declined prices 
fell, and since it reached par prices have 
tended still further downward. The de- 
cline in values of merchandise is 
at present controlled by several influ- 
ences. Overproduction or restricted 
consumption—the relation of supply 
and demand—and the improved and con- 
sequently cheapening processes of manu- 
facture, are influential in determining 
values ; but that these indicate an appre- 
ciation in the value of gold does not 
seem to us clear. What effect the expres- 
sion of opinion by these commercial rep- 
resentatives of the empire will be likely 
to have upon the British Government we 
cannot suggest. It is well understood 
that the leading public men—political 
leaders—are monometallists, yet it may 
be that they will defer to a demand so 
Strongly expressed, and that we shall see 
ere long Great Britain, Germany, the

It 
need not necessarily be registered in order to 
be valid. The statute of registration is merely 
permissive, but not mandatory. The posses- 
sor of a trade-mark gains more publicity, but 
no more rights than he had before under the 
common law. It merely protects his ‘‘ com- 
mercial signature” upon his goods from 
forgery.
